“According to a report of Utah State 
- Department of Fish and Game,” he re- 
plied, “in 1964, 90,820 hunters harvested 
225,775 pheasants, 42,973 chukar par- 
tridges, 193,538 mourning doves, 19,518 
grouse, 11,812 Hungarian partridges, 
31,189 quail, and 81 wild turkeys. 
Waterfowl and other birds 

“I see some wild geese flying over 
yonder,” stated Robert Olsen, as he 
pointed out the bus window. “Do the 
hunters kill many waterfowl?” 

“Yes,” responded the teacher. “The 
annual harvest of waterfowl in this state 
is more than 350,000 ducks and over 
12,500 Canadian geese; for example, in 
1963 370,748 ducks and 15,400 geese ` 
were killed. There are 34 different spe- 
cies of ducks and six species of geese 
which frequently visit Utah. In fact, mil- 
lions of waterfowl visit the lakes and 
waterways of our state in their journeys. 
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
